ranges from five to 10 percent 
of the fireman's annual salary, is 
based on a combination of the ed- 
ucation level attained and the 
length of service with the depart- 
ment, 

For example, a fireman with a 
B. A, degree and two years of 
service with the department 
would be eligible for a bonus of 
$852 if he meets the other credit 
unit require ments, 

City personne! officer Jose Fu- 
entes said the new program would 
go inte effect Jan, 1, He said it 
would cost the city about $13,000 
for the first year, 

\ similar program is already

The huge stone building iscon-
